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I.  The  first  mention  in  this  country,  of  Tjfrck  Claessen  De  Witt,  the 
ancestor  o{  the  De  Wiu  fatniiy,*  is  found  in  the  "  Trcuw  Jjoeck"  or  Regis- 
ter of  >L'irriages  of  the  Reformed  (Collegiate)  Dutch  Church,  of  New  York 
City,  where  it  is  recorded  \.\\?X  on  the  24.th  day  of  April,  1656,  "  Tjerck 
Claessen  De  vVitt  van  Groolho'dt  en  Zanderlandt,"  married  "  Baibara 
Andriessen  van  Amsterdam."  Zunderlandt  has  not  beer,  definitely  located, 
but  it  is  probably  Satcrland,  a  district  of  Westphalia,  on  the  southern  bor- 
der of  East  Friesland. 

Wliether  or  not  any  of  his  family  emigrated  to  An)erica  with  him  has 
not  been  ascertaineii,  but  it  is  prouablc  that  they  did,  for  in  166:  his  sister 
F.inmerentie  De  Witt  married  Martinns  Hoffman,  at  New  Amsterdam,  and 
in  1699  his  bi other  Jan  Claessen  De  Witt  died  unmarried  at  Kingston.; 

For  a  short  time  after  his  marriage  be  lived  in  New  York  (his  first 
ci^.ild,  Andries,  was  born  there),  but  in  the  spring  of  1657  he  removed  to 
Albany,  where  he  had  ])urchased  a  house  and  lot- 
In  September,  1660,  he  exchanged  his  Albany  property  with  Madame 
de  Hiiltei,  for  land  in  Wiltwyck  ^now  Kingston),  "  j^ossession  to  be  given 
May  I,  166 1."  He  probably  took  possession  at  that  time,  as  in  Septem- 
ber, 1 66 1,  he  appears  as  plaintitt  in  an  action  at  law  before  the  Schcpens 
Court  of  Wiltwyck,  and  on  October  nth  the  same  court  ordered  the 
Sheriff  (Roeleflf  Swarlwout)  to  pay  him  three  and  a  half  schepels  of  wheat 
in  ei^ln  days  and  seven  more  in  one  month. 

Fiom  this  time  until  his  death,  he  resided  in  Kingston  and  Hurley,  and 
some  of  the  land  which  he  purchased  is  still  in  ths  hands  of  his  descendants. 

That  he  was  a  rjian  of  considerable  means  is  shown  by  the  fact  lliat  in 
1661  he  was  tixed  125  guilders  (about  $50)  to  pay  for  building  a  church 
in  Esopus. 

In  1662  he  owned  No.  28  of  the  "new  lots." 

June  7,  1663,  when  Kingston  and  Hurley  were  almost  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  Indians,  his  cUlest  daughter,  Taatje,  wa:;  taken  prisoner,  but 
was  scon  rescued.      She  afterward  married  Captain  Matthys  Matthyssen. 

"  r>>nring  the  winter  of  1664  there  was  much  sickness  in  Esopus 
[Kingston].  Fever  took  hold  of  the  people  and  prostrated  half  the  place. 
Rut  this  did  not  prevent  men  from  gathering  their  money.  RoelofT  Swart- 
wout  sold  a  Iiorse  to  Tjeick  Claessen  De  Witt,  which  was  taken  to  the  lal- 
ler's  bam,  but  the  ex-sheriff,  becoming  dissatisfied,  took  it  away  secretly.

June  55.  1672,  Governor  Lovelace  deeded  him  "a  parcel  of  bush-land, 
togctiier  with  a  house,  lot,  orchard,  and  calves'  pasture,  lying  near  Kings- 
ton, in  Esopus." 

Octobers,  1677,  Governor  Andros  deeded  him  a  piece  of  woodland, 
conta'ning  about  fifty  acres,  at  Kingston  in  Ksopus,  "  to  y*  west  of  y'  towne." 

February  1 1,  1679,  ^""^  ^'•■^'»  ore  of  the  sieners  of  a  renewal  of  the  Nichols 
treaty  with  the  Esopus  Indians. 

In  16S4  he  signed  "the  humble  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Esopus 
in  the  County  of  Ulster,"  praying  that  there  might  be  "  liberty  by  char- 
ter to  this  county  to  choose  our  owne  officers  to  every  towne  court  by 
the  major  vote  of  tlie  frecliolders."  This  pelilion  was  addressed  to  Col. 
Thomas  Dongan,  Governor-General.  It  gieatly  otTended  the  authorities, 
and  tlte  signers  were  arrested  and  fined.     Thus  early  in   the   history  of  the  ' 

country  arose  the  questions  of  local  self-government  and  the  right  of  suf- 
frage.    They  were  easily  answered  then. 

Feb'-uary   13,  1O85,  one  hundred  and   eighty-nine  acres  of  land  were  I 

conveyed  to  De  \Vitt  by  the  Trustees  of  Kingston. 

June  6,  16S5,  he  claimed  two  hundred  and  ninety  acres  of  land  lyirg 
upon  the  rorth  side  of  Rondout  Kill,  and  known  by  the  name  of  "  Mom- 
boccus"  (in  tne  town  of  Rochester)  in  Ulster  County.  This  was  laid  out 
for  iiini  by  Phillip  Welles,  surveyor,  and  was  granted  to  him  by  parent, 
May  14,  1694. 

March  4.  1689,  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  magistrates  of  Ulster  County, 
having  pr'::viously  held  other  offices. 

Tjerck  Clatssen  De  Wilt  died  at  Kingston,  Februarj'  17,  1700.  Ry  his 
will,  v.hich  bears  date  the  4th  day  of  March,  1698,  and  which  is  written  in 
the  Dutch  language,  he  leaves  his  property  to  his  wife  for  life  ;  at  her  death 
one-half  to  go  to  his  oldest  son,  Andries,  and  one-half  to  his  youngest  son, 
Tjerck,  in  trust,  "provided  that  the  same  shrdl  be  appraised  by  imj;aitial 
persons  on  oath,"  and  divided  into  twelve  e-jual  shares,  one  share  to  be 
given  to  each  of  his  chih'ren,  their  heirs  or  assigns.  In  addition  to  the 
equal  share  he  gave  to  Andries  some  lands  at  Koksihck  and  Kleine  Esopus, 
to  Jan  and  Jacob  each  five  hundred  bushels  of  wheat,  and  to  Lucas  the  one- 
half  of  a  sloop  which  he  had  built  the  year  previous.  The  1<  gacy  to  his 
daugiiter  Rachel  is  subject  to  the  condition  "  that  my  said  daughter's  share 
shall  be  deci-e.-^sed  one  hundred  pounds  for  the  benefit  of  my  heirs,  which 
is  what  my  daughter's  husband,  Cornelius  Bogardus,  owes  me  for  the  rne- 
eigVth  of  a  brigantine,  desiring,  however,  that  the  child  of  the  said  Ro- 
gardui,  named  Barbara,  shall  receive,  out  of  the  aforesaid  bundled  pounds, 
fifty  pieces  oT  eight."  The  legacy  to  his  daughter  Jannetje,  the  wife  of  Cor- 
nelius Swits,  is  "with  these  conditions,  that  if  my  aforesaid  daughter  shall  • 
die  without  leaving  any  children,  then  all  the  said  part  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  my  heirs,  to  be  equally  divided  between  thenu" 

His  wife  Barbara  is  appointed  executrix,  and  the  witnesses  are  Jacob 
Ru-tscn,  Abraham  La  Meter,  and  William  De  Me)  er.  The  v/ill  is  recorded 
in  the  Ulster  Ciunty  Clerk's  Office  at  King^ton,  in  Book  AA  of  Deeds,  p. 
252,  and  in  the  New  York  Surrogate's  Office,  Lib.  7  of  Wills,  p.  601.  The 
translation  from  which  the  above  is  taken  was  kindly  furnished  by  George 
G.  De  Witt,  Esq.,  of  New  York  City. 

Barbara  Andriessen  De  Wilt  died  on  July  6,  1714,  and  after  her  death 


the  property  was  apprafsed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  will,  as  ap- 
jiears  by  the  followinf;  certificate  which  is  recorded  in  the  Ulster  County 
Clerk's  OfTice,  Book  BB  of  Deeds,  p.  513  : 

"\\'licreas  by  the  Last  will  and  Testament  of  Tyerck  Clasen  D'Widt,  he 
Left  his  Estate  that  it  shouldfrWc  vallued  «!v:  prysed  by  IndilTerent  and  Im- 
l^artiall  men  uppon  there  oath,  and  aj-'lication  being  made  unto  the  Court 
for  the  Ellecting  of  the  psons,  &  accordingly  have  made  choyce  of  Capt. 
Derick  Schepinoes,  M'.  Adrian  Gerit-scn,  Major  Johanis  Hardenberg,  Mr. 
James  Whitaker  &  Maj'.  Jacobus  Elmendorf  to  valine  &  prize  the  said  Es- 
tate which  they  the  said  psons  doe  pri^e  accordingly  iii)on  oath,  being 
sworne  upon  the  holy  Evangelists  by  Coll.  Heniy  Beekman,  the  said  per- 
sons i^rize  the  said  Estate  to  be  worth  ih.e  som  of  fourteen  liundred  &  sev- 
enty-tive  pounds,  Curant  moiiny  of  New  Yorke.
